Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments are substantially persuasive, especially with respect to the structural 
differences between the Orthcutt and Nihei references and . Specifically, applicant's 
that Orcutt and Nihei do not disclose the linear guide structure of the shaft and guide 
groove is persuasive. 1 Additionally, applicant's argument that the combination of Orcutt 
and Nihei would not result in a linear guide structure in which swing motion is possible is 
a somewhat incomplete statement, but persuasive since the claim structure requires a 
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dual rotational center (i.e., the first and second guide grooves that are rotationally 
provided on the stand) which moves the bonding head (which is fastened to the first and 
second actuator through the members and arms). This structure and associated 
function is not structurally creatable through any valid combination of Orcutt and Nihei.
